Mr.  W.  Roberts,  in  a certificate  dated  London,  June  22nd,  1924, 
writes:  “This  brilliant  portrait,  in  exceptionally  perfect  condition  and 
preservation,  represents  George  William,  eldest  surviving  son  of  William, 

5th  Earl  of  Coventry.  He  was  born  on  April  26th,  1722,  succeeded  his 
father  as  6th  Earl  on  March  18th,  1750-1;  married  (1)  March  1st,  1752, 
the  beautiful  Maria  Gunning,  and  (2)  September  27th,  1764,  Barbara, 
daughter  of  Lord  St.  John  of  Bletsoe.  He  was  Lord  Lieutenant  and 
Custos  Rotulorum  of  Co.  Worcester  and  Recorder  of  Coventry,  and  died 
on  September  3rd,  1809.  He  and  his  first  wife  figure  prominently  in  the 
‘Letters’  and  ‘Memoirs’  of  the  second  half  of  the  18th  century,  notably 
in  Horace  Walpole’s  letters  and  is  described  as  a ‘grave  young  lord  of 
the  remains  of  the  patriot  breed’. 

“As  will  be  seen  from  Graves  and  Cronin’s  ‘History  of  the  Works 
of  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds,  P.R.A.’,  p.  200,  and  Tom  Taylor’s  ‘Life  of  Sir 
Joshua  Reynolds,’  Vol.  I,  pp.  94,  102,  and  491,  Lord  Coventry  sat  for 
his  portrait  in  July,  1758  and  1764-5.
